HE new production : of 
Verdi’s opera “Il Tro- 
vatore’ by the’ Vic-Wells 
Company was at Sadler's 
Wells recently.

EF YOU want to give your imagina- 
tion free rein on something—just 
try taking table-top pictures during 
the evenings. 

* With a few simple materials that 
can be picked up around almost any 
house, you can create nll sorts of 
picture situatlons—in cither comic 
or scrious veln. Spread out a piece 
of plain, dark carpet, and you have 
an attractive grassy lawn, Put a 
doll house on it, add a few toy trees 
and a driveway made, out of sand or 
silt—and you have a handsome 
country estate, Slip a few wads of 
erumpled paper under the carpet, 
smoothing It down newtly—and you 
have hills and valleys. A toy auto- 
mobile on the drive, a few toy cows 
or horses scattered about~-and you 
Inive a complete rural scene, 

It's as slmple as that, 

For table-top pictures, any kind of 
camera can be uscd. If yours is a 
fixed-focus camera, or one that fo- 
cuses ‘only to flve or six fect, slip a 
portrait attachment on = the lens— 
this enables you to take close ups. 
The camera should be placed on a 
firm support, and the Jens closed 
down to a small opening. This makes

For at Jeast three thousand years, 
Turkestan has furnished China with 
a large supply of jade, wraught or 
unwriught. “The material was con- 
stantly transported from Khotan to 
the Yellow River valley. Of course 
there are many places in) China 
where jade is found. The Shan-Hal 
Ching fives us a long Hst of such 
places, and we Imow that the Chin- 
ese before the Han Dynasty used to 
pick up pebbles of Jude from river 
beds.

Tribute To Officials 


Meantime {t is -plensant to be able 
to reeard that in spite of adverse 
rircurnstances the Customs service 
has been able to weather the storms 
of the past year without any break- 
down in its centralised administration 
under one nominal authority in the 
person of the  Inspector-Gencral, 
whom we must congratulate on just 
having concluded ten years of vut- 
standing: service in his arduous post, 
Notwithstanding the varying condi- 
tions of war that have existed at one 
port after another, Sir Frederick 
Maze and his internntional staff of 
Chinese, Japanese, British and some 
twenty other nationalities, have 
throughout: shown tactful judgment 
under ‘unusually dificult conditions. 
More than ever dy it of fmportanee 
that .the international nature .of. the 
Customs Service should be continued 
and that its. impartiality vis-a-vis 
foreign merchants — of different 
nationatitics should be unimpualred, 

1 mentioned just now that at one 
time we had hopes of ‘the application 
of some modus operdndi such as the 
Customs Agreement to other dificult 
questions of International concern, 
I was thinking of the Salt Adminis- 
tration and the railways, When the 
Salt Gabelle was organised, at the 
the Leor- 
there were great 
hopes that this new Administration 
would act like the Customs Adminis- 
tration and, with the help of the 
forcign personnel, Insulate the Salt 
Revenues, ond the loans’ secured 
thereon, from local disturbances nnd 
even more serious eventualitics, To 
a certain extent the Salt Administra- 
tion in past ycars succecded in doing 
so, but the Chinese Government hove 
from time to time effected changes 
as a result of which the foreign 
element has been unable to exert 
those neutral Influences which we 
would have wished. The Salt. Re- 
venues of China remiin of great 
importance ond are oa potential 
security which may be of consider- 
able value jn the evéntual rehabill- 
tation of the country, if confidence 
sUIL exists in the administration. 

As regards the railways, the situa- 
tlon naturally deteriorated as the 
war prolonged. The Pcklng-Mukden 
Railway is now alone: of all the 
Chinese © Railways running foirly 
normally, 4 

There Is no point tn speculating 
about Qie future of the other railways 
in which British bondholders are 
Interested. They have all suffercd 
revere damage and it is clear that so 
fong as warfare continucs—and there 
is no sign of an ent—tho rallways 
wilt generatiy speaking be Mnble to 
constant attacks, . 

The Chinese succeeded in removing 
a very considerable amount of rolling 
Btocit and destroyed large secllons of 
the track and many bridges before 
they retired westwards, As a con- 
Fequenee, the Japanese have hod to 
Ting much rolling stock over from 
Jupan and undertake a great deal of 
reconstruction work at heavy cost. 
There has been n lot of tnlk about the 
Burma Road and the ‘Burma Rall- 
way, The completion of the former 
is undoubtedly a magnificent fent 
though its practical = importance 
should ant be over-emphasised. The 
railway is still in = the preliminary 
stages and what its future will be, it 
in too carly to foretell,

cupicd the ports of T'singtzo, Chefoo, 
Welhalwel, Amoy and Canton, 
They advanced up the Yangtsze be- 
yond Hankow to Yochow and for 
varying periods Wenchow, Foochow, 
Ninzpo, Swataw and other Southern 
ports were closed for one reason or 
another, As it matter of fact F be- 
lieve that Iam correct in saying that 
Shanghai, Tientsin and Chinwangtao 
were the only treaty ports on the 
China coast whtch were not subject 
cither to closure or naval operations 
at one time or another, That shows 
you what merchants and — shippers 
had to put up with, Yet this is by 
no means the whole, story, because 
even when -ports were open to shipp- 
ing all kinds of restrictions were fre- 
{auently imposed. Moreover, In the 
hinterland . multitudinous forms of 
trrenular taxation bee:me’ prevalent, 
while the dangers and diflcultics: 
of transportation Jncreased charges 
enormously. Yet the movement of 
both import and export cargo went 
on. 


This was largely due to the amaz- 
ing res.lence ond tenicity of ihe 
Chinese Carmers and traders, which 
cnabled them, sometimes — with 
Government help but often without,
